There are 
rules to every game and a peak 
is not conquered until man sets 
his foot unaided upon its summit. 

The Houston air expedition was 
nothing more than a clever pub- 
licity stunt and, in the opinion 
of many, a very ill-timed stunt, 
since in the eyes of the general 
public, it served to detract from 
the heroic struggles of the gallant 
party which was actually trying 
to conquer the peak.

Out in British Columbia, where cabinet minis- 
ters are deserting the Tolmie government like rats 
leaving a sinking ship—five have resigned within 
the past month—and there is a general demand 
that the best men offer themselves for public ser- 
vice irrespective of party, the board of governors 
of the University of British Columbia has an- 
nounced, in effect, that any member of the faculty 
who offers his trained services for public life will 
get the axe in the place where the rooster gets it. 
It passed a resolution stating that the board “does 
not favor appointment to the teaching staff of any- 
one entering political life,” and refused to renew 
the appointment to the summer session staff of Dr. 
J. Allen Harris, who recently accepted the Liberal 
nomination in South Okanagan. 

T™s action taken in the case of Dr. Harris is 
expected to discourage at least two of the professors 
who have been sought to offer themselves for 
nomination to the legislature. 


¥ - 


Whether university professors make good legis- 
lators may be open to question. Under normal 
circumstances, where candidates have to submit 
themselves to the approval of ward committees in 
the cities and to patronage committees elsewhere, 
they rarely conform to requirements, though a 
school principal in Prince Rupert a few years ago 
won a seat in the Commons and, if I mistake not, 
the late Sir George Eulas Foster held a profes- 
sional appointment at the time he entered public 
life 

The present time is not a normal one. Many 
of the issues require a knowledge of economics 
and finance, rather than to be a good glad-hander 
or to have contacts which ensure the support 
simultaneously of the church and the underworld 
vote—once regarded as the true touchstone of 
accomplishment in a candidate. The helplessness 
of the old style politician to understand the things 
people are talking about today, and the success of 
Roosevelt with his “brzin trust” of economists, 
professors and experts in knowledge, has set the 
stream of choice toward the man of knowledge 
rather than the man of varied contacts and affa- 
bilities 

The university aims at enriching life through 
qualifying its graduates for both public and private 
usefulness. The taboo on entering public life does 
not extend to the university graduate. At a time 
like the present when a demand goes out for men 
of the surest accomplishment, one wonders if the 
board of governors is not losing sight of the aim 
of the university in denying to the faculty the 
freedom to serve the public by dealing with issue 
at first hand.

Health and Dict Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
TEETH REQUIRE EXERCISING 

In the most ancient human skulls that have 
been discovered the teeth are strong and the jaws 
heavy, resembling somewhat the tootn formation 
of the gorilla of today which was evidently a 
necessary provision of nature, for mankind at that 
time had to chew tough vegetabies and raw meats 
in order to obtain nourishment. The skulls of a 
later age, considerably after the discovery of cook- 
ing food show a change in the form of the teeth 
and jaw. This change was apparently brought on 
because mankind no longer had to chew the 
tougher vegetables and cereals but instead used 
them in their softer cooked form. 


In the earlier types of skulls the teeth were 
sometimes well worn down by the constant grind- 
ing of food, but they were rarely missing. The art 
of cooking undoubtedly brought many advantages 
in the varieties of foods that could be eaten and in 
improving their flavor, but it certainly has not 
benefited human teeth for it is very rare now- 
adays to find a middle-aged adult who has not 
lost several teeth. Even the vegetables which we 
use in the raw form as in salads have become less 
fibrous through the process of cultivaiton and re- 
quire very little effort on the part of the teeth 
compared with the earlier forms of the same vege- 
tables. 

There is no doubt but that the chewing of hard 
foods assists in supplying a better circulation of 
blood to the tooth root and pulp so that it is more 
resistant to decay than teeth which are not exer- 
cised in this way. Then, too, the soft mushy foods 
which are so commonly eaten have a tendency to 
cling in around, and between teeth, forming a film 
in which acid-forming bacteria readily develop. 
The acids formed by these bacteria actually com- 
bine with and dissolve the calcium and other 
mineral elements in the enamel of the teeth. The 
soft foods that we use today, by requiring com- 
paratively little chewing, do not sufficiently stimu- 
late the salivary giands so that some form of indi- 
gestion is almost universally prevalent. The acids 
that form around the teeth would be neutralized 
and washed away by an abundant supply of sali- 
vary secretion. It is easy to see how a vicious 
circle is started by a lack of fibrous food in the 
diet; first, the teeth are not exercised; second, the 
salivary glands are not stimulated; third, indiges- 
tion and acidosis result; fourth, the acidosis makes 
the salivary secretion less protective so that more 
indigestion results. 

Dentists have been very ingenious in devising 
methods for repairing the teeth that are injured 
by our past dietetic indiscretions, and they are 
now turning their attention to investigating the 
relation of diet to good teeth. This is a very for- 
tunate and praiseworthy field of endeavor and one 
which I believe will become increasingly important. 

While diet is a most important factor in prevent- 
ing tooth decay, it is also necessary to keep the 
mouth and teeth thoroughly clean and free from 
destructive beaterial germs. This can be accom- 
plished through cleansing the teeth daily with 
gauze and dental! floss. Many people have tender 
gums so that hard tooth brushes should not be 
used, but softer ones are of value. Chewing some 
raw food after a meal is also of assistance in 
mechanically cleansing the teeth, carrots, celery, 
cucumbers, etc. being useful. I also urge that the 
teeth receive dental care at the first indication of 
decay. Often a small cavity may be prevented 
from turning into a larger one and the tooth may 
be saved from further breakdown by the early 
dental attention
